Romeoville Jaycees begin campaign to establish a library district. 
Referendum to establish a library district held and passed. 
JANUARY 20 FOUNTAINDALE PUBLIC LIBRARY DISTRICT CREATED 


Library service offered to residents in Parkview School on weekdays when school was dismissed with 
2500 books. 


Automated circulation system installed. 

Library expands to lower level in Bolingbrook with Information Services Department. 

On-line Public Access catalog installed. Valley View School District vacated lower level Romeoville. 
Director Alex Todd named librarian of the year by the Illinois Library Association. 

Video collection begun at Romeoville Library. Building bonds were paid off. 

CD collection begun at both buildings. 

PACConnect installed for home access to the library’s computer. 


Ruth Newell named trustee of the year by the Illinois Library Association. 


In its 25th year, the Fountaindale Public Library District has 211, 329 items in the collection, 
serves a population of 57, 562. The annual circulation of materials is over 550, 000. 


Fountaindale is named for a first settlement in Dupage Township. 


The name was submitted in a contest by James Bingle.
